On Board the North German Lloyd 


Steamer Grosser Kiicrfurst at Sea, by 
Wireless Telegraph to Cape Race,^Oct. 
13.—With 105 survivors on hoard from 
the steamship Volturno, burned to the 
water's edge during a gale in mid-At- 
lantic and abandoned on Friday last, the 
Grosser Kuerfurst is approaching New 
York. 


The passengers nnd 
crew

firosser Kuerfurst witnessed some thrill- 
Ing scenes when their vessel, culled by 
distress signals from the Voltnrno, ar- 
rived in her vicinity. 


Started With Explosion. 


They 
found 
the Volturno burning 


fiercely and her crew and passengers 
helpless in the heavy 
seas. 
It 
was 


learned by wireless messages from the 
.flaming vessel that the fire had been 
ktarted ivy an explosion in the forward 
liold at 7 o'clock Thursday morning, 
ship's time. 


On the arrival of the Grosser Kuer- 


Jurst the flames from the hold of the 
Yolturno were leaping 80 feet into the 
air 
through 
the 
hatshway. 
It was 


learned that, fifty or.more of the Vol- 
turno's crew and 'steerage passengers 
had been killed by the explosion and the 
fire. 


Six boats were lowered • immediately 


afterword 
from the . Yolturuo's davits. 


Three of them, still empty,-were smash- 
ed to pieces against the vessel's side. 
One boat with forty passengers on board 
capsized while being launched and all 
were lost. The. twojothere, with from 
sixty to-eighty passengers on board, got

'Til gamble he'll 
never spend seven minutes behind the 
bars voluntarily

this.

more. I'll make, you a little wager that 
when he sits down in his room in his 
own home he'll keep the door open when 
he can." 


Osborn* is the head of the state com- 


mission for prison reform and is a re- 
former and a philanthropist. 
By and 


by he plans to embody his discoveries 
in a book. The detective quoted thinks 
that as long as Osborne lives he will 
have a warmer sympathy and a deeper 
pity for the man who "has got in bad" 
with society. 


Give Every Policeman a Courgt. 


"I 'know how it is myself." he said. 


. I did twenty days in the jail in Inde- 


pendence, 51o., twenty odd years ago. 
And no year of my life has been as 
long as some of those days. As a result 
of my experience I have formed a the- ' 
ory that before any man is commis- 
sioned as a policeman ho should be 
penned in prison twenty days or more 
snd be given the same treatment that 
the convicts get. After that he would 
try to arrest only those who are guilty." 


Twenty years ago the top-notch de- 


tective of today called himself "Walter 
Dempsoy."

The lands are to be entered under two 


laws. For the 15.010 acres of the Fort 
Xiobrara lands, each person roav enter 
IfiO acres under the general provisions of 
the homestead laws, for which he must 
pay the appraised value at the time the 
government appraises the

For 29.440 acres of the Fort 
IJJobrar lands and all of the excluded

tracts under the law known as the Kin- 
caid act. and does not cost the entry 
man anything, except the filing fees of 
$14. Each entryman will be required to 
live upon and cultivate lands under both 
laws for three years. Persons who enter 
anv nf the 15.040 acres mentioned above 
will he required to cultivate one-eighth 
of the land entered on and construct a 
habitable house, on the land. 


Persons who enter under the Kinpaid 


act must reside unon. cultivate and im- 
prove the land to the extent of S1.25 per 
acre. Under both classes of entry, fees 
and commissions a mount ing to .*14 must 
be paid. Soldiers and sailors who served 
during the civil war. Spanish-American 
war or the Philippine insurrection are 
required to live continuously on the 
land for one year, after wfcich they may 
take credit for the other two years for 
the period of their military service. En- 
tries made under each of these laws can- 
not be commuted after fourteen months' 
residence, as in previous land openings, 
but a three-rear r««i(ienc» i* nocessarv.

Ariz., an institution for the treatmen 
of persons suffering from tuberculosis 
arrived in New York on board the Prin 
Friedrich Willielro, of the North Germar 
Lloyd line. Dr. Galbraith attended the 
International 
Medical congress held in 


Vienna from September 22 to 28 last, 'it 


•hich the subject of tuberculosis was 


discussed. 


"The turtle scrum of Dr. Piorkowski, 
f Berlin, was commended by the con- 
vention as the best remedy for tubercu- 
osis now before the public." said Dr. 
Galbraith at the Hoffman house. 
"Dr. 


Piorkowski was enthusiastically received 
jy the delegates. It was shown that the 
serum imparted to the patient the won- 
derful tenacity of the turtle itself, and 
while it could not restore 
destroyed 


tissue it proved that it could prevent the 
destruction of tissue and thereby ef- 
fect a cure even in advanced stages of 
the disease. 1 predict that within the 
next, ten years all fear of tuberculosis 
will have passed away and that the knell 
of 
the. white plague will have been 


sounded." 


Dr. Galbraith told of the work done 


at the Arizona sanitarium at Safford, 
where three hundred cases of tubercu- 
losis were treated since last February 
with the aid of Dr. Fiorkowski's serum. 
He Enid that many you. g patients had 
gained from thirty to forty pounds in 
weight within ten weeks after the first 
injection of thn serum, and that every 
trace of the disease disappeared. 
He 


added that he hnd under treatment manj 
of the best known politicians and cap- 
italists in the v .untry, and that in every 
nstance the results have proved satis- 
:actory. 


"Of course," he said, "we do not pre- 


tend to say that the serum restores 
wasted tissue, for that is impossible, but 
we do say that the serum arrests the 
disease at once, and if the patient is not 
too far gone his cure is certain. 
We 


have more Cases applying for treatment 
thnn we can care for, but within a short, 
time we hope to he able to increase our 
facilities, which have been hampered by 
our failure to prepare enough scrum." 


Dr. Galhraith signed a contract with 


Dr. Piorkowski which places the Berura 
under his manngement in this country. 
He said that Dr. Piorkowski stipulated 
that the serum should not be coramer 
cialized or fall into the hands of unre- 
liable medical men or quack*. Dr. Gal- 
braith will leave New York for Wash 
ington, where he will remain for the 
greater part of the winter prosecuting 
his campaign against tuberculosis.

The real solution 
of the problem h tor the government 
not to become the silent partner of tho 
liquor men. 


"I spent all of my girlhood and young

ner grocery and sit on a cracker barrel 
or a dry goods box and discuss politics 
with his eroniea.
